Law, which in Hereditary Kingdoms cannot fo much 
as to be pretended: Beſides, there muſt be a Power 
ſuperior and prior, — the Law ; far there 
can 
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can be no Laws, without a Law-Maker ; and the 
King does not only make the Laws, but has the Sole 
executive Power thereof : And what is Law, but a 
dead Letter, without Authority to put the fame in 
Execution? Since then the Law has no Authority, 
nor gives any, but what it receives from the King, 
it is a wonderful Riddle how the King ſhould receive 
His Authority from the Law? When therefore Bra- 
Gon ſays, The Law make the Kings.” We are not 
to take the Meaning of theſe Words, as Mr. Benner 
does, © That when the King neglects the Law, and 
« ſets up His own Will inſtead of it, He forfeits His 
& Power, and ceaſes to be a King. For this, neither 
the Law of GOD nor Nations allow of. But when 
he fays, „ The Law makes the King. He diſtinguiſh- 
es a King from a Tyrant; and his Meaning is, That 
to govern by Law, makes a Sovereign Prince a King, 
as King ſignifes a juſt and beneficial Power and Au- 
thority ; but when he governs by arbitray Will, and 
not by Law, he is a Tyrant, and not a King : Not | 
that he ceaſes to be a Sovereign Prince ſtill, or may 
be refiſted ; for notwithſtanding Princes abuſe their 
Power, and violate thoſe Laws, whereby they ought 
to govern; yet GOD commands Subjects in no Caſe 
to refit : And it is not ſufficient to juſtify Reſiſtance, 
if Princes do what they have no juſt Authority to do; 
unleis we have alſo a juſt Authority to reſiſt. He, 
who exceeds the juſt Bounds of his Authority, is li- 
able to be called to an Account for it; but then he is 
accountable only to thoſe who have a ſuperior Autho- | 
rity to call him to an Account. No Power whatever 
is accountable to an Inferior; for this is a Contra- 
dition to the very Notion of Power, and deſtructive 
of all Order and Government. |
